Fargo, N. D., July 27.—Declaring 


that it is not possible to exaggerate 
the gravity of the crisis that faces 
tbe people of tbe United States, As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture Carl 
Vrooman In a spirted address here to- 
day before a large crowd at the In- 
terstate fair grounds told his audience 
that "this is one of the most momen- 
tous hours in our history, iVnot the 
most fateful hour in all hlstroy, for a3 
one of a sisterhood of nations we are 
face to face with war's most dreadful 
handmaiden, Famine. 


"Not as a people, of course," the 


secretary continued, "for we can al- 
ways hope to feed ourselves, but as 
one of a sisterhood of nations, we are 
face to face with famine right now 
We may not be starving ourselves, 
out millions of our fellow men are " 


Mr. Vrooman made two addresses 


here today, one in the morning at the 
Auditorium, and one In the afternoon 
at the fair grounds and large crowds 
turned out to hear htm speak 
His 


principal address, which was Ifcade at 
the fair grounds, follows In part:
